of which married PROTECTOR OLIVER CROMWELL’S SECOND 
DAUGHTER. It contains the whole pedigree of the family 
from James Claypoole, born at Kings Cliufe in Northampton, 
who purchased the manor of Northborough, “which house 
Jormerly was Jeffrey Chaucer's” to 1655, at which period 
Richard Claypoole has written an account of the family in 
the fly-leaves. There are several original autographs of a 
member of the family in different pages of the text, with 
marginal notes shewing that it had been the constant study 
of the successive owners. A page in the Psalter has “Jn 
the Lord is all my trust, Rich. Claypoole, 1628” ; at the end 
of Ecclesiastes, “Richard Claypoole, his booke, October 29, 
1630; at the end of the Prophecy of Ezekiel, “O Lord have 
mercy uppon the soule of Richard Claypoole and grant that 
his soule may live ever in joy everlastinge, May 28, 1597 ” ;
